As the City this vear estimates it will obtain from these utilities 
$244,272 for the relief of taxation, it will be seen that by the accept- 
ance of our offer it would obtain in addition $161,100 per annum. 
This amount, of course, would increase as the percentage to be 
paid on gross revenue is increased until it reaches 5 per cent. per 
annum. This additional sum, which would go into the general 
revenue of the City, represents a reduction of 234 mills in the tax 
rate. 


It is our intention to make the power plant at the City of 
Edmonton a large central generating station for the distributing 
of electricity not only to customers within the City limits but also 
to the surrounding country. By developing in this way the sur- 
rounding country, we will be taking the most effective means of 
developing Edmonton, and, in addition, with the increased load and 
gross revenue, the overhead will be spread over a larger volume, 
thereby enabling us to obtain a decrease in the unit cost.

It is proposed to construct approximately 500 miles of trans- 
mission lines in the Province of Saskatchewan this summer. 
Mid-West Utilities, Limited—This company generates and supplies 

electricity, in the Towns of Rosetown, Kindersiey, 
Watrous and Lioydminster in the Province of Saskatche- 
wan; Vegreville, Mundare and Raymond in the Province 
of Alberta. It has also obtained franchises at Imperial, 
Young and Nokomos. This Company has also recently 
obtained the franchise in the City of Yorkton in the 
Province of Saskatchewan and is now making arrange- 
ments to establish in this City a large generating plant so 
that electricity can be transmitted to the municipalities in 
the surrounding district. 


It will be essential, of course, that a franchise agreement for 
20 years be entered into containing such provisions as wi! fully and 
adequately protect both parties to the agreement. 

If this offer is favorably considered by the Mayor and Council 
we are prepared to make a substantial deposit as evidence of good 
faith, and to give the City such satisfactory assurance as the 
Council may require as to our ability to faithfully fulfil the pro~ 
posed obligations.

DIRIGIBLE AT 
_ SPITZBERGEN 


KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, May 7 
General Umberto Nobile landed his 
dirigible Italia here at one o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, successfully com- 
pleting his flight fram Vadsoe, Nor- 
way, despite extremely unfavorable 
weather conditions. 

The journey from Vadsoe, began 
at 8:31 Saturday night, was far from 
a pleasant one for the crew of the 
big alrship, for a heavy snowfall and

“I know 
nothing of the manner of its distribu- 
tion.” he said 

The manifesto, of which 20.000 were 
printed in London, were said to quote 
Caro] as asserting: 

Left Unwiilingly 

“I wish to return by your will to 
lead Rumania to its rightful plece in 
the world. I wish to return to my 
child and make him a worthy suc- 
cessor of the dynasty. I declare that 
I left my country unwillingly, compel- 
led by unhappy circumstances 
Madame Lupescu, (with whom Carol 
eloped) was not the cause of my ieay-| 
ing and ashe will not prevent me from 
doing my duty to my country,” 

The Daily Express said that Caro! 
was to declare his claim to the throne | 
Michael abdicate in his favor. 
Michael was to enter an English 
school and eventually reign as @ de- 
mocratic monarch. 

Carol, himself, however, asserted 
that he did not meddle in the politics 
of his country, when asked to com- 
ment on the peasant congress 

“I hold myself above party,” he de- 
clared, “and am concerned only with 
the welfare of my country.”
